What might have been a bad accident oc- 
curred shortly after the start. In the race 
for posttion after the fag dropped Navasota, 
who was the favorite, got jammed in between 
Gold Ornament and Step Around, and went 
to her knees and Landry went over her head. 
The jockey fell in the midst of the flying 
bunch of horses, but it is thought he escaped 
serious injury and will be around all right in 
a few days. The accident cost the public 
dearly, as Navasota is a popular idol here 
and had won two of her three starts. Mu- 
sical Slipper, who was a well played second 
choice; was also knocked out of it when the 
accident happened, and was next to last at 
the head of the stretch, but closed fast in the 
run home and finished fifth. 

Step Around was first away when the dar- 
rier went up, and led to the middie of the 
turn; ‘where Gold Ornament passed her and 
was never afterwards headed. The stake 
was worth $1,115.

The company in September last increased 
its capital stock from $30,000,000 to $35,000,- 
000, by the issue of 50,000 additional shares, 
each of the par value of 6100. Of this amount 
the board, at that time, offered to the stock- 
holders 48,008 shares, equal to 15 per cent of 
the then outstanding capitai stock. The en- 
tire amount of the fresh capital thus offered 
was disposed of at par, leaving 20,309 shares 
in the treasury of the company. The divi- 
dend paid on Nov. 25, 1901, was upon the in- 
creased capital stock.

The feature was the lightness of the corn 
traffic. Receipts of corn last week were 
only 322,000 bushels, compared with 2,081,- 
000 bushels last year. The total loss on all 
grains from the previous week was 590,000 
bushels, a loss of 8,388,000 bushels from last 
year, and from 1900 it was 4,818,000 bushels. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul brought in 
twice as much grain as any of the other 
roads, 34 per cent of the total. The North- 
western held second place with 17 per cent, 
and the Burlington, Illinois Central, and 
Elgin, Joliet and Eastern had 10 per cent 
each. The Rock Island fell down to 7 per 
cent; the Great Western got 3 per cent, the 
Wisconsin Central 2 per cent, and the Santa 
Fé and Wabash 1 per cent each. The Santa 
Fé and Rock Island are taking the bulk of 
the Missouri River grain to the gulf. 


Figures on Income Account. 


Some interesting statistics are contained in 
the preliminary report on the income account 
of railways in the United States for the fiscal 
year ended on June 80, 1901, just submitted 
by the statistician of the Interstate Com- 
merce commission. 

From the report it appears that the gross 
earnings of the railways for the year were 
$1,578,164,205. The gross earnings for the 
year ending on June 80, 1900, were $1,487,- 
| 044,814. These amounts indicate an increase 
in excess of $92,000,000 during the year 1901. 
The earnings from passenger service 
amounted to $426,909,210, or 27.06 per cent of 
the total gross earnings. The freight service 
contributed $1,114,740,770, or 70.64 per cent; 
miscellaneous earnings a mounted to $36,514,- 
225. The average amount/of gross earnings 
per mile of line was $8,211, which ts greater 
than the average of any prior year for which 
reports have been rendered to the commis- 
sion. With respect to the passenger service, 
the earnings per mile of Une were §2,221, the 
— on earnings amounting to $5,800 per mite 
0 ne, 

The operating expenses aggregated 81.023, 
156,281, which indicates an average outlay on 
this account of $5,323 per mile of line. Mak- 
ing a comparison between these preliminary 
figures of 1901 and the final figures for 1900, it | 
appears that gross earnings increased $489 
per mile of line, operating expenses $330, and 
net earnings $159. 

The net earnings of the railways included 
in the present report were 656,007, 924, and 
as the net earnings of the same railways for 
1900, disregarding unimportant exceptions, 
were $519,430,706, there was an increase of 
$35,577,218 in this item. 

From the income statement of the operat- 
ing companies included in the report under 


consideration, it appears that the surplus | 
from their operations for the year ending on 


June 30, 1901, was $77,544,735. The surplus 
‘for the previous year shown in the final re- 
port was $87,657,933.. For 1897, instead of a | 
surplus, there was a deficit of $6,120,483.

behind him a curious manuscript oft Medi- 
tatlons, many of which are in the form of 
recommendations addressed to his son and 
heir, the now reigning monarch of Servia. 

The Meditatfons of Marcus Aurelius 
are of so lofty a character that their lasting 
fame has obscured the remembrance of his 
victories. But the Meditations of King 
Milan give evidence of a mind of a much 
less elevated order and of a good deal of cyni- 
cism. They are exceedingly interesting, 
however, and while no one ever doubted the 
fact that Milan was a brilliant and gifted 
knave, yet few have given him credit for 
being sufficiently thoughtful to.give himself 
up to meditation and to commit his reflec- 
tions to paper. Many of his remarks are 
in a pessimistic frame. Thus there is one 
which is as follows: : 3 

My son, distrust all men, and have noth- 
ing but contempt for them. The 
greatest mistake of my life has been to be- 
lieve that there was such a thing as integ- 
rity.’

The English newspapers in calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the English court has 
gone out of mourning, for Queen Victoria, 
entirely omit to mention the fact that the 
royal household has likewise for the first 
time in forty years gone out of mourning for 
the late Prince Consort. From the time of 
the latter's death until the anniversary of 
Queen Victoria's demise last month, none of 
the domestics nor gentlemen of the royal 
household have ever been seen without a 
black mourning band around their left arm, 
and black, too, was the invariable dress of 
the ladies in attendance on the late sover- 
eign. These emblems of woe have now dis- 
appeared, and the whole aspect of the court 
has become brighter in consequence. 
— 

I see that the German Empress’ brother, 
Duke Ernest Gunther of Schleswig-Holstein, 
who was an intimate friend of the late 
Baron Ketteler, killed at Pekin while Ger- 
man Envoy in China, has accepted the Presi- 
dency of the committee which has been 
formed for the erection of a memorial to the 
murdered diplomat. The Emperor himself, 
who takes a keen interest in the affair, has 
given a splendid site for the memorial in the 
Royal Palace Gardens at Munster. One of 
the features of the monument will be a 
statue of the archangel Michael, while the 
sculptured portrait of the ill-fated envoy is 
to take the form of a large medallion. The 
American widow of Baron Ketteler, who 
spent a number of years at Washington be- 
fore being transferred first to Mexico and 
then to China, is still, I believe, in Germany, 
where she has been overwhelmed with 
tokens of sympathy and regard by the.im- 
perial couple and by the entire royal family. 


— 
The newly published annuals of the Ger- 
man nobility show an extraordinary increase 
in the number of younger sons of houses of 
the aristocracy who have left the fatherland 
to seek fortune in the new world. In fact, a 


perusal of these official annuals conveys the 


belief that the character of the emigration 
from Germany has greatly changed, and 
that it is no longer the masses and middle 
classes that leave home in search of fortune, 
but the nobility. 

In Germany the old prejudice against com- 
merce and trade is still to a great extent 
rampant among the aristocracy, and it was 
but the other day that the official organ of 
the Prussian nobility laid stress on the fact 
that there were but two cafeers open to a 
nobleman—namely: the army and the civil 
administration. Now, the one is as badly 
paid as the other, and when a man gets into 
debt he is quickly forced to resign. German 
families are numerous; and inasmuch as 
the estates go to the eldest son, little is left 
for the younger children. The younger 
sons, as already stated, adopt the army and 
the government civil service as a career. 
But with the decline in value of agricultural 
property they can no longer count on re- 
ceiving even the smallest allowances from 


the family estafes. The latter yield barely 


enough to keep the head of the house, and 
‘do not admit of his being generous towards 
his brothers. Yet without private means 
they cannot possibly live on their official pay. 
The consequence is that they are forced to 
emigrate, and in the new world are able to 
embark in all sorts of callings which the 
prejudices of caste would not permit them 
to do at home. | 
Then, too, the Emperor is all the time en- 
gaged in subjecting the corps of officers of 
his army to a sort of sieving process. Those 
whe have attained the rank of officer, and 
who are not regarded as promising, are 
quickly placed on the retired list. There 
are today a larger number of noble-born offi- 
cers of subaltern rank—that is to say, Lieu- 
tenants and Captains—on the retired list 
than at any time before in the annals of the 
German army. 8 
And when an officer still in the prime of life 
is thus placed on the retired list, the infer- 
ence is that he is not promising enough to 
be retained in the army, and consequently 
he experiences the utmost difficulty in find- 
ing anything else to do at home. Nothing, 
therefore, is left to him but to emigrate, 


For there is no doubt that German emigrants 
of this class are of the most desirable char- 
acter, and that they contribute to develop 
the sympathy of the land of their adoption 
for the land of their birth. :

King Leopold has announced the fact that 
his delicate health,“ which does not pre- 
vent his walking twenty miles a day at Nice, 
renders it “inadvisable ’’ for him to return 
to Belgium for some time to come, and that 
in consequence thereof his nephew, Prince 
and Princess Albert, will hold all court re- 
ceptions and fulfill the ornamental duties of 
monarchy in his place.

The Scribners announce for February pub- 
licatién an altogether novel and fascinat- 
ing book of stories with the suggestive 
title of Melomantacs.“ It is by James 
Huneker, author of Chopin,“ and Mez- 
zotints in Modern Music,“ and it deals with 
certain phases of music and literature in 
a wholly original and rather startling way. 
The book is, in fact, a collection of fantastic 
and ironic tales in which sentimental and 


conventional notions of music and musicians 


are upset. The heroes of modern culture, 
Wagner, Ibsen, Chopin, Schopenhauer, 
Nietzsche, and Richard Strauss, are handled 
without reverence. The book is a satire 
upon the Symbolist movement and artistic 
and literary Bohemia, the seamy side of 
which is mercilessly set forth. 

A new story by Mr. Joseph Conrad was 
begun in the February number of the Critic 
and will run through four numbers. The 
name of the story is ‘‘ Typhoon,” and the 
description of a typhoon which occurs in its 
pages is a notable plece of descriptive writing. 

There is always a living person behind 
the picture in the magazines and the books, 
sometimes a relative or friend of the artist, 
sometimes a model engaged by the hour to 
help the artist embody his conceptions of the 
people he wants to present. One of the most 
captivating little personages in the new books 
is Alice,“ in Peter Neweil's new pictures in 
the Harper's edition of Alice in Wonder- 
land.“ And it is interesting to learn Mr. New- 
ell made use of his own daughter as a model 
in this instance. While his Alice“ is not an 
exact portrait of little Miss Josephine Newell, 
she is a charming and appealing Uttle 
creature, destined to live in the hearts of 
both children and grown-ups. 


In his introduction to The Ancient Cath- 
olic Church,” just published by the Scrib-

first century our talk opens,”

Leopold 
Mabilleau, Lazare Weiller, and Baron 
d' Estournelle de Constant, the three com- 
missioners sent by the French government, 
Will meet for the first time since they began 


their work of investigation and signify their 
preferences. 


Cyrus H. McCormick and President W. R. 


Harper, both of whom are much interested 
in the establishment of the school in Chi- 


cago, are among the promoters of the 
banquet. Over 200 manufacturers and mer- | 


chants who are interested in making Chi- 
cago the home of the French school and 


“the French center of America,“ are ex- 


pected to greet the commissioners. 


The establishment of the school in Chicago 
was regarded as practically settled when 


M. Lebaudy, who will endow the school and 


erect its buildings, sent his representative 


to Chicago to express his preference for 
this city. The recommendation of the com- 


missioners, however, must be given before 
the French government will take action 
placing the school in America. — 


TALKS OF STUDENTS AND BEER. 


President of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology Discusses the Ger- 
man Kommers. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Henry 
g. Pritchett, President of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, in an address at the 
Congregational ministers’ meeting at Pil- 
grim Hall this morning concerning the much 
discussed German Kommers, said: 

„I should prefer to have students meet in 
a building under the control of the institute 
where beer was used in lonal way than 
to have them sent where'tne use of beer is 
unlimited and where there is no restraint. I 
believe that is true temperance. I don’t know 
why Christ did not use water instead of wine 
when on earth, but I do know that that se- 
cured to him the opposition of some ef the 
people of that day. There were temperance 
societies then, but he didn’t joln them. While 
he condemned drunkenness, he used the wine 
of the country. I believe we serve the inter- 
ests of temperance better by treating the 
question of teetotalism as a less important 
matter. If students are to have such meet- 
ings, I should much prefer them to have them 
in the company of their professors and in- 
structors, and where I can personally join 
them.“
